“Had it not been for the actions and calmness of 
this young man, Eric - who had had a good 
innings - would have died there and then. Tom is 
a credit to his family.”

‘Planning protest 
is not nimbyism’ 


I F the Vale of 
Glamorgan 
Council’s claims 
of the need for 
more housing are 
to be believed, why 
are so many of the 
new houses in 
Ystradowen 
unsold? 

On October 23, 2013, 
residents in Ystradowen 
set up the ‘Eair Deal for 
Ystradowen’ campaign. 
The aim was to review 
the council’s building 
proposals for the village 
and establish an 
appropriate and proper 
balance between the 
need for more housing 
and local infrastructure, 
amenities, transport 
links. 

Never has this 
campaign been a ‘not on 
my doorstep’ issue. 

The council identified 
several pockets of land 
in the village, together 
with landowners willing 
to sell and builders eager 
to build. 

In their haste to build 
before the new LDP was 
scrutinised by the 
independent examiner, 
the Edenbrook 
development off Sandy 
Lane in Ystradowen was 
pushed through, despite 
objections from 


villagers. Their decision 
to build was based on 
the need for affordable 
housing. The houses are 
now being sold for 
between £349,995 and 
£439,995. 

These homes are 
valued at £50,000 more 
than existing detached 
houses on Sandy Lane. 
To date, very few houses 
have been sold, and 
Bellway are in the 
process of reducing the 
price. 

The slow rate of sale 
would suggest that 
allowing this building 
development on the 
basis of demand is 
questionable. 

There are proposals to 
build ‘affordable 
houses’ - however, the 
building of these is yet 
to be completed and 
there is no mention of 
these on the 
advertisements for the 
houses, nor when one 
visits the showhome. 

If the purchase price 
of these is in line with 
the high price tag of the 
existing houses, for 
whom will these houses 
be ‘affordable’ ? 

Certainly not for the 
market for which 
‘affordable housing’ is 
intended!

we expect will see more 
than 3,500 onto 300 
courses in 2016. 

The Vale Council 
would be delighted to 
expand the programme 
even further in 2017. 
However, Vale Courses 
is a ‘self-funding’ 
scheme that relies solely 
on course fees to cover 
costs. 

Consequently, we can 
only run these courses in 
locations where we 
know people want to 
attend and will, 
therefore, be viable. This 
is often in Cowbridge, 
Llantwit Major, and 
Penarth. 

There are, however, 
many more adult 
learning courses 


learning' 

delivered by the council 
elsewhere in the Vale. 
The popular ‘Get Back 
on Track’ scheme is a 
free, skills-based 
training programme 
offering over 300 
courses, many of which 
will be held at the new 
learning hub at Barry’s 
Central Library - due to 
open later this year - 
and at Palmerston 
Community Education 
Centre. 

The Get Back on 
Track courses attract 
over 1,000 learners, who 
can gain accreditation in 
a wide range of skills - 
while hundreds more 
learners enrol on our 
Welsh for Adults 
programme, which offers 
courses from entry to 
higher level in venues 
across the Vale. 

The answer then to 
‘What is going on?’ is 
clearly a lot! And I

“The (Cowbridge in 
Bloom) committee had 
an acknowledgement of 
its letter to the Vale 
Council, but no 
response came, not even 
one saying, ‘There will 
be no funding’.” 

Cowbridge Rotary 
president for 2016-17, 
Steve Blackman said: 

“It is an honour (for 
Rotary) to support 
Cowbridge in Bloom. 
“The floral displays are 
a vital part of the ‘shop 
window’ for Cowbridge 
as a whole, making an 
attractive town all the 
better.” 

And so, with a 
varying mix of 
independents and high- 
street chains in the 
town, where does that 
leave Cowbridge in 
Bloom? 

The GEM, on 
Eastgate, has already 
received an invitation to 
play its part. It’s time to 
stand up, join the flower 
power revolution and 
keep Cowbridge looking 
bloomin’ marvellous.

At a recent Minis 
festival, a member of 
the public commented: 
“While at the rugby 
club’s Sinclair 
tournament, I am 
disappointed to say that 
I had to walk away from 
watching the game to 
dispose of dog poo that 
was not far from the try 
line. This is disgusting, 
pick up after your dogs! 
Also, thank you to the 
lady who gave me one 
of her bags so I didn’t 


have to use tissue.” 

A spokesman at 
Llantwit Major Rugby 
Club stated: “We 
appreciate it’s only a 
minority who don’t 
clean up after their 
dogs. At this 
tournament, there were 
four age groups of 
teams and lots of 
children. Dog mess is 
dangerous - please be 
responsible! If you see 
another dog foul and the 
owner ignores it, please 
ask them to pick it up.” 

The Town Council 
confirmed: “It has been 
noted that there is an 
increasing number of 
dog owners using the 
Recreation Ground to 
exercise their dogs. 
Unfortunately, a small 


minority of these 
owners appear not to be 
‘picking up’ after their 
dogs. Dog faeces is 
unhygienic and a health 
hazard. Dog fouling is 
unsightly, unpleasant 
and can lead to 
toxocariasis in humans, 
which causes serious 
illness and even 
blindness. 

“It is caused by a 
parasite known as 
Toxocara Canis (also 
known as Roundworm). 
These parasites live in 
dogs’ digestive systems. 
Eggs are released in the 
faeces of infected 
animals and 
contaminated soil. If 
someone ingests 
infected material, the 
eggs may hatch into 
larvae and can lead to 
toxocariasis. 

“It usually affects 
children aged between 
one and four years, but 
cases of toxocariasis 
have been reported in 
people of all ages - 
including those 
participating in sports, 
where open wounds can

Dog bags can be placed 
in any public bin, 
although there are two 
designated dog bins on 
the Recreation Ground. 

“Over the next couple 
of weeks, town 
councillors will be up 
on the Recreation 
Ground handing out 
literature and free dog 
bags to try and 
encourage those not 
‘picking up’ to do so.”

TWENTY members 
of the Cowbridge U3A 
History Group 

travelled to Kenfig, a 
thriving community 
for two hundred years 
between its founding 
around 1140 by 
Robert Fitzhamon, 
Earl of Gloucester, 
and the middle of the 
14th century. 

Once, it was probably 
one of largest towns in 
Wales, but then the sand 
started to arrive. By the 
1540s, the village on the 
east side of the River 
Kenfig and the castle 
were both in ruins, 
almost choked with sand. 

The group was 
welcomed by Gareth 
Maund, landlord of the 
Prince of Wales, which 
now incorporates the 
ancient town hall, built 
adjacent to the Ty 
Newydd tavern around 
1550, to replace the one 
lost beneath the dunes. 

Seated in the large 
upstairs room, the party 
was given an entertaining 
history of the building by 
Gareth, 11th licensee of 
the premises since 1816. 

It is likely that the 
original structure once 
stood on pillars, with 
intervening arches, so 
that the space underneath 
could serve as a market 
and community meeting 
place, or even stabling. 
Certainly, until more 
recent times, the only 
entrance door was 
accessed by an external 
stone stairway. 

The town hall was the 
venue for both the 
borough and manorial 
courts. 

A worn table, used by 
the magistrates and more 
than 300 years old, can 
be seen in the room. 
There is a possible 
gallows site in a nearby 
field, where numerous 
human remains were 
found in the late 1940s. 

Inquests were also 
held here. Sker Point is a 
notorious area for 
shipwrecks and many 
vessels have come to 
grief there over the years. 
The bodies of sailors 
would often be held here 


in a makeshift mortuary. 
In 1947, there was a 
terrible disaster when the 
SS Samtampa was 
wrecked on the Point, 
with 47 fatalities, 39 
from the ship and eight 
volunteer crew members 
of the Mumbles lifeboat, 
who died attempting to 
save the ship’s 
complement. 

The trustees of the 
Kenfig Corporation 
Property, which owns the 
building, continue to 
hold their meetings in the 
town hall. They are the 
successors to the 
medieval burgesses of 
Kenfig, each of whom 
occupied a smallholding 
known as a burgage, who 
administered the rights 
granted by various 
charters. 

The room has also 
served as a Sunday 
school, where children 
were taught English. The 
school was founded by 
the inn’s landlady in the 
1860s and ran for 130 
years. 

She also held the right 
to warren rabbits in the 
nearby dunes; records 
indicate up to 100,000 
rabbits being taken per 
year. 

There are, of course, 
ghosts associated with 
the building: much has 
gone on in 500 years 

Music has been heard, 
but no source found. 
Mysterious telephone 
calls have happened 
recently. A ghostly man 
in military uniform has 
been seen in the bar and 
there have been sightings 
of a young boy. 

This latter apparition 
may be connected with a 
nine-year-old boy, killed 
in an accident on his way 
to the Sunday school. 

The talk concluded 
with a short video, one of 
several available on the 
history of the pub and the 
locality. 

The New Zealand 
rugby team visited the 
Prince of Wales in 2014;

TOM WOOD: 

‘A REMARKABLE 
YOUNG MAN’ 
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Barry Island ‘anti 
charges campaign’ 
is ‘irresponsible’ 
says Vale leader

PLAID CYMRU 
councillors and local 
traders say there 
needs to be a new car 
parking strategy on 
Barry Island - and 
MP Alun Cairns has 
launched a campaign 
against winter 
parking charges. 

The council hit back 
yesterday, labelling the 
campaign “irresponsible 
and infuriating”. 

In previous years, the 
car parks at Nell's Point 
and Harbour Road had 
been free to use from 
October 1 to March 14. 
Now visitors must pay 
50p for up to an hour, 
and £2.50 if they go 
over an hour. 

Traders point out that 
if dog owners visit the 
Island morning and 
afternoon, they could 
rack up £5 a day. 
Through the summer 
the charge for using a 
car park is £1 for up to 
an hour and £5 
thereafter. 

Coun Steffan Wiliam 
explained: “I am 
inundated with 
complaints from 
visitors, local residents 
and local businesses 
about the current 
parking structure on 
Barry Island.” 

Coun Wiliam says 
his party argue the 
current parking charge 
structure is misguided 
and threatens the ability 
of local businesses to 
make money. He says 
the claim is backed by 
local businesses such as 
The Royal Cafe and 
John’s Cafe. 

Coun Wiliam told 
The GEM: “After 
submitting a question 
regarding this matter, I 
was most disappointed 
with the defensive 
response I received 
from the cabinet 
member. 

“Instead of 
considering the points 
made, the cabinet 
member went into a 
defensive, denial mode, 
refusing to consider the 
matter, insisting all the 
while that the current 
method of charging is 
satisfactory.” 

Coun Wiliam said the 
Island needs its own car 
parking strategy which 
may mean building a 
multi storey car park 
too. 


He criticised the 
council’s “inaction” on 
the issue and said it was 
“economically 
illiterate”. 

Mr Cairns said: “The 
local authority’s priority 
must be to work with 
traders to build lasting 
economic success on 
Barry Island, instead of 
ignoring them to make a 
dash for cash through 
car park charges. 

“The success of Barry 
Island matters for the 
whole local economy. 
The council must sit 
down with traders and 
discuss an alternative 
plan for the Island car 
parks, before excessive 
damage is done.” 

INCOME 

Coun Neil Moore, 
Leader of the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council, 
pointed out that the 
council invested 
considerable resources 
in the Island and the 
charges were a way of 
recouping funds. 

He said: “I am 
disappointed that Coun 
Wiliam has raised the 
issue of car parking 
charges during the 
winter - yet again. He 
asked a question at 
council and was given a 
full and frank response. 
It is not unreasonable to 
charge for car parking 
during the winter period 
and this is no different 
to other areas in the 
county, along with other 
towns throughout the 
country. 

“I see no reason to 
change that decision, 
particularly when Barry 
Island has become an 
all year attraction. To 
keep the resort in tip 
top fashion it costs the 
council money and this 
income is one way to 
ensure that the 
standards are kept up, 
which is half the cost 
during the summer.” 

Coun Moore said 
there was no evidence 
car parking charges 
discouraged visitors. 

“This is nothing 
other than a cheap 
political stunt in 
advance of next year's 
elections by the Plaid 
councillor. If parking 
charges are such an 
issue, why is it being 
raised now, when the 


decision to introduce 
the charges was taken 
months ago, yet the 
same councillor was 
silent at that time? 

“I also notice that 
Alun Cairns MP has 
somewhat belatedly 
joined the debate with 
his so called ‘anti 
charging campaign’. In 
my opinion this is 
irresponsible and 
infuriating, when he is a 
part of the government 
that repeatedly cuts the 
funding to Wales and 
when he has done 
nothing whatsoever to 
bring any additional 
money to aid the 
regeneration of Barry, 
despite his repeated 
claims to have done 
so.” 

Coun Moore 
emphasised that the 
Island was heading in 
the right direction and 
becoming even more 
popular. 

“It is true that Barry 
Island has had another 
superb and highly 
successful summer 
season, but it should be 
remembered that the 
parking charge is not 
new. The £5 charge 
was first introduced for 
the summer period in 
2014-2015 with the 
income increasing year 
on year allowing 
investment in the resort. 

“The car parking 
spaces, which were 
created by this Labour- 
led council are being 
well used and are 
getting increasingly 
busy, year on year, and 
this clearly shows that 
the Island is becoming 
increasingly popular, 
due in no small part to 
the council’s on-going 
investment in the resort 
and the extremely high 
standards of on-going 
maintenance.” 

He added: 

“However, again it 
should be remembered 
that there are also up to 
195 free on-street car 
parking spaces available 
at the Barry Island 
resort all year round, 
with a two hour time 
restriction during 
summer months on 
some roads to 
encourage turn over and 
parking availability for 
short stay visitors.”

Coun Mahoney 
explained that he had put 
forward a motion which 
asked that all votes 
should be recorded if just 
one councillor requests 
it, rather than the current 
requirement that six 
councillors must request 
it. He said it was often 
impossible to arrange a 
recorded vote because 
most councillors were 
against it. 

On April 27 this year, 
he put forward the 
following motion to a 
full council meeting: 

“If one member 
present at the meeting 
demands it, the names for 
and against the motion 
or amendment or 
abstaining from voting 
will be taken down in 
writing and entered into 
the minutes. A demand 
for a recorded vote will 
override a demand for a 
ballot.” 

Coun Mahoney said: 
“It was vociferously 
opposed by Plaid’s Nic 
Hodges who proposed 
that the motion be 
referred to the 
democratic services 
committee of which he is 
chairman. 

“There it was opposed 
again and recommended 
for refusal by that 
committee to the full 
council meeting held on

Wednesday, September 
28. Just three 
independents voted for 
the motion - me. Bob 
Penrose and Chris 
Williams. There was one 
abstention by Richard 
Bertin another 

independent. 

“Every other 

councillor present from 
the Labour, Conservative 
and Plaid parties voted 
against after another 
passionate speech by 
Coun Hodges opposing 
the motion.” 

Coun Mahoney said 
he believed the action of 
the councillors opposing 
the motion was anti¬ 
democratic. 

He explained: “It 
means that virtually all 
councillors in the Vale 
opposed my proposal for 
more openness and 
transparency, and prefer 
that the recording and 
examination of their 
voting record remains as 
difficult as possible. 

“It also means that 
councillors’ voting 
records are mainly kept 
hidden from the 
electorate. Voting records 
should be available for 
inspection and 

questioning by the 
public. 

“I think voters have a 


right to ask (of 
councillors who opposed 
the motion) ‘Why has my 
councillor voted to make 
it as difficult as possible 
to examine their voting 
record?”’

Mr Mahoney said he 
refused to give up. 

“I am submitting 
further motions that all 
council meetings of any 
description are recorded 
digitally and those 
recordings are made 
available as files on the 
council website. 

“It would address my 
concerns about 

inadequate minute 
records of meetings so 
that Vale residents have a 
complete record open to 
examination of the 
goings-on at all Vale 
council meetings and the 
contribution of their 
councillors. 

“I am also proposing 
that councillors 

attendance records are 
displayed on the Vale’s 
website.” 

Coun Mahoney said 
he puts up his attendance 
on his own website and 
was in favour of 
councillors’ attendance 
being updated on a 
monthly basis. 

He added: “It seems to 
me that the majority of 
Vale councillors oppose 
the openness and 


transparency that are 
constantly espoused in 
meaningless policy 
statements dotted all 
over the council’s 
literature and 

constitution.” 

But Coun Mahoney’s 
suggestions brought a 
blunt response from 
Coun Nic Hodges. 

He said: “Kevin loves 
to project himself as a 
victim of a conspiracy 
and is the sole defender 
of integrity. The reality is 
that I was the one who 
battled for years and was 
eventually successful in 
having the planning 
committee videoed and 
placed on line. 

“In fact there is almost 
no demand from the 
public to the council to 
support his request. 
There is a concern that 
this innocent sounding 
request will in reality be 
abused by grand standing 
councillors who do little 
but make a great deal of 
noise. 

“He had the 
opportunity to come to 
the committee and 
discuss this matter but 
failed to show up. He 
likes to shout the odds 
but is absent when the 
real work is being 
undertaken. It would be 
interesting to learn how 
much effort he actually 
puts into being a 
councillor.”

It will provide support 
for children and 
families, with a special 
emphasis on supporting 
families in the perinatal 
period, where mental ill 
health can be a factor in 
domestic violence. 

This support will 
closely monitor and 
evaluate these factors to 
assess the impact on 
these new support 
services which will 
influence public policy. 


This is an example of 
how the Welsh 
Government can provide 
substantial funding to a 
third sector organisation 
that has shown 
leadership and 
commitment in a vitally 
important area of public 
policy. 

We have seen local 
leadership from Atal y 
Fro in developing a 
partnership with a UK¬ 
wide long-established 
organisation and this 
shows how effective 
partnerships can be 
between government and 
the third sector.

Carrier bags

On October 1,2011, 
Wales became the first 
country in the UK to 
introduce a minimum 
charge of 5p on all 
single use carrier bags. 
Following the success in 
the dramatic reduction of 
plastic bag use in Wales, 
this policy has been 
adopted across the UK. 

The chief executive of 
Keep Wales Tidy, Lesley 
Jones, said on the 
anniversary: 

“I’m delighted that 
Wales is leading the way 
in this type of 
behavioural change - it’s 
critical that we change 
our ways to help 


improve the environment 
and communities that we 
live in.” 

With the recent Welsh 
Government 
announcement that we 
will introduce a new 
permanent small 
business rates relief 
scheme from 2018, 
following the extension 
of the current scheme to 
2017-18, the 
announcement of a 
transitional relief scheme 
for those affected by the 
revaluation of non¬ 
domestic rates was also 
welcome.

Rob took up the 
challenge in January and

stone along the way. 

“I bought my first bike 
as an adult just to do the 
Ironman,” he said. “I’ve 
always enjoyed 

swimming but had never 
entered a triathlon. Just 
getting across the 
finishing line was 
enough for me but to be 
placed 581st and 
completing much quicker 
than I thought is 
amazing. I did enjoy it 
and am already thinking 
what my next challenge 
is going to be.”

the end of October,” said Adrian Roper, CEO of 
Cartrefi Cymru, the charity that owns the hotel, 
said: “We are very sad to have to make this 
decision, and that we will have to say goodbye to 
the guests who have remained loyal supporters 
over the years, but we had no choice. 

“Despite our best efforts and significant 
financial investment in upgrading the hotel 
facilities and trying to attract new customers, there 
has not been enough people coming to stay to 
cover the costs. 

“As a charity, we have to ensure that we spend 
our money wisely. Sadly, the gap between income 
and expenditure at the hotel has stayed obstinately 
in the red, and the time has come to acknowledge 
this reality,” he explained. 

Any job losses are expected to be low as 
Cartrefi Cymru will provide opportunities in other 
parts of its operations as one of Wales’s largest not 
for profit care provider. 

Glamorgan Holiday Home was opened in 1974 
by West, Mid and South Glamorgan county 
councils to provide holiday breaks for the elderly 


and frail of south Wales. When local government 
was re-organised in 1996, the councils set up a 
charitable trust to run the home, initially with 
block contracts to pay for people in need of a 
holiday with support. 

Gradually, the council contracts were withdrawn 
and the hotel has had to operate as a social 
business, selling individual holidays to self-paying 
guests. 

Since 1974, major advances have been achieved 
in accessibility and facilities in options offered by 
standard hotels and holiday providers has meant 
less demand for a specialist service. 

“I would like to thank all our regular guests and 
all our hard-working staff, and everyone who has 
tried to keep the hotel open. Times have changed 
and there is no longer sufficient demand for what 
the hotel had to offer,” said Mr Roper.

between a suicidal man 
and a corpse, so much 
depends on the 
performances and 
chemistry of the two 
leads. In Dano and 
Radcliffe you have two 
of the more impressive 
young actors working 
today, and both deliver 
truly exceptional turns. 

Dano is more than 
comfortable playing 
muddled and mentally 
skewed characters, but 
while he is playing to 
type to a degree, his 
performance is 
wonderfully executed; 
as the layers of his 
character are peeled 
away, we delve deeper 
into his psyche and his 


reasons for wanting to 
kill himself, and Dano 
takes on a vivid journey 
through his turn. 

Radcliffe’s 

performance is the more 
impressive of the two, 
mainly through the 
incredible physicality of 
his turn; as he brings 
the corpse of Manny to 
life (quite literally), 
you’ll be astounded at 
the way Radcliffe 
contorts and drags 
himself around. 

Yet more than just 
the physical 
impressiveness is the 
way he evokes life 
through Manny’s 
lifeless eyes, his ever- 
changing moods, wants 
and needs superbly 
drawn with a degree of 
subtlety by Radcliffe’s 
mesmeric performance. 

There is little to the 
story, the weight carried 
through the characters 
rather than the 
circumstances around 
them (Hank seems to be 
on an island on his own 
but the reason he’s there 
is hazy) but Daniels add 
some beautiful touches 
(the way Hank builds a 
world for Manny to 
attempt to reignite his 
memories is pure Jonze, 
the culmination of their 
journey shifting gears to 
something even more 
profound) and some 
nonsensical and base 
ones (Manny’s corpse 
constantly producing 
gas, his ability to cut 


down trees using his 
arms and fire catapults 
using his mouth). 

However, on such 
thin narrative elements 
great truths are laid; the 
film brushes against the 
notions of humanity, 
life, love and faith 
without laying them on 
too thickly. 

Rarely has a film 
seemed so vital and 
fresh, so willing to go 
against the grain than 
Swiss Army Man - 
whether you take to it 
quite so readily is down 
to personal taste, but it’s 
a prime example of 
what cinema should 
truly be about. 

VERDICT-A 
offbeat, whimsical tale 
of a man and his corpse, 
Swiss Army Man is a 
breathtakingly original 
film, well-directed by 
Daniels and featuring an 
exceptional brace of 
turns from Paul Dano 
and especially Daniel 
Radcliffe. It may not 
appeal to all tastes, but 
it’s one of the most 
vital, oddly life- 
affirming films you'll 
see this year. Essential 
viewing.

Vale help for 
small business 


THE Welsh 

Government has 
unveiled more help 
for small businesses. 

Vale AM Jane Hutt 
said this week: “Further 
to the recent 
announcement that we 
will be extending the 
Small Business Rates 
Relief Scheme to 2017- 
18, a new permanent 
scheme will come into 
force from 2018.” 

There will be 
additional support via a 
transitional relief scheme 
for small businesses 
affected by the Valuation 
Office Agency’s 

revaluation of non¬ 
domestic rates. 

“The £10m scheme, 
which will be available 
from April 1,2017, when 
revaluation comes into 
effect, will be fully 
funded by the Welsh 
Government. This is in 


addition to the existing 
£100m tax cut for small 
businesses in Wales,” Ms 
Hutt stated. 

“There are 3,544 
business properties in the 
Vale of Glamorgan liable 
to pay non-domestic 
rates and many will 
benefit from the rate 
relief scheme and 
transitional relief 

scheme.” 

Finance and Local 
Government Secretary, 
Mark Drakeford, AM, 
intends to lay regulations 
before the National 
Assembly later this year, 
which, if passed, will 
enable the transitional 
relief scheme to come 
into effect in April 2017.

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Welsh Government hits 
back at its Tory critics 
over NHS bed numbers 


A REPORT has revealed the number of 
available NHS hospital beds has fallen by 
30 per cent in Wales over the last 20 
years. 

According to Welsh Government data published 
on Tuesday, records show that there is a daily 
average of 10,935 beds are available across Wales’ 
seven health boards - compared to 15,582 in 1996. 

For the most recent year, older people’s services 
saw a significant dip in available beds, with 
rehabilitation services taking the biggest cut, falling 
by 8 per cent when compared to last year’s figures, 
Welsh Conservatives observed. 

“During the same period, old age psychiatry beds 
were cut by 6.6 per cent, general surgery beds by 6 
per cent and geriatric medicine by 5.8 per cent,” 
said Welsh Conservative Shadow Health Secretary, 
Angela Bums AM. 

“These disturbing figures show how a

combination of increased occupancy and swingeing 
cuts has led to a hospital bed crisis. Bed shortages 
puts strain on staff, means A&E units fill up and 
renders paramedics unable to offload patients 
quickly so ambulances are delayed in responding to 
their next distress call. 

“It’s particularly alarming to see that older 
people are being worst affected by this; often frail 
and disorientated, the figures suggest they are 
inappropriately kept in hospital settings for far too 
long. 

“The Labour-led Welsh Government urgently 
needs to tackle bed-blocking and invest in more 
beds if it is to prevent this crisis from deepening 
further as we enter the winter months.” 

A Welsh Government spokesperson responded: 
“Bed numbers are not an accurate marker for good 
care. These figures show that we are using bed 
capacity more efficiently; for example, more people 
are having surgery as day cases. 

“Increasingly, the NHS in Wales is developing 
innovative ways of managing people’s health 
without admitting them to hospital, which is often 
better for people who prefer being at home. For 
frail older people for example, hospital admission 
itself can carry risks and it is important to support 
people to live independently for as long as possible. 

“We have made £60 million available in our 
innovative Intermediate Care Fund for 2016-2017 
to ensure people can receive joined up health and 
social care services, helping to prevent unnecessary 
hospital admissions and delays in discharges.”

The 
home side were now 
struggling to get out of 
their own half and it was 
only a matter of time 
before another Penarth 
chance went in. 

This time, club coach
